The peopto 
wero not annoyed at the arrest of the men, 
but it appears that in carrying out their 
orders the soldiers were rough and cruel 
to the peasantry and shopkeepers, and so 
Browsed “antagoniém, which has not been 
easily allayed. While the inhabitants were 
feeling ‘exasperated at the roughness and 
thoughtlessness of the soldiers the revolue 
tionista chipped in and induced a number 
to turn traitors by joining the robbers.’ 
Meanwhile a great many tolograms arg. 
being sent by the officials, and urgent 
appeals are forwarded for more troops, 
especially ‘for the district of. Loting. 
Admiral Li ."Tsun has been ordered by the 
Viceroy to send troops and onco more 
there isa general movement amongst the 
regiments witli.a view to sending them into 
the: disaffected district. These frequent 
uprisings, though not very formidable, 
must be very annoying te the authorities, 
and at the same time must prove ‘very 
expensive,
